CONGOLESE PERM REP MONDJO, WHO MET WITH AMB LEONARD 
AT FORMER’S REQUEST, EXPRESSED GOCB'S INTEREST IN NORMAL- 
IZING RELATIONS WITH THE US, INDICATED HE WOULD BE IN 
WASHINGTON MAY 3, AND REQUESTED MEETING WITH DEPARTMENT 
OFFICIALS TO DELIVER LETTER FROM HIS CHIEF OF STATE 
PROPOSING US-GOCB NEGOTIATIONS IN BONN AND TO BEGIN PRE- 
LIMINARY DISCUSSION OF PROPOSED NEGOTIATIONS. (LIMITED

3. ISRAELI AMB HERZOG S COMMENTS - 

IN CONVERSATION WITH ASSISTANT SECRETARY ATHERTON AND 
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AMB LEONARD, ISRAELI PERM REP HERZOG COMMENTED THAT ACTING 
PRIME MINISTER PERES HAS ASSEMBLED A NEW WORKING GROUP 
FOR CONCRETE PLANNING ON PEACE SETTLEMENT. HE SAID HE JUST 
LEARED OF NEW NAHAL SETTELMENT IN SAMARIA, AND HE PER- 
SONALLY COULD NOT AGREE WITH IT. HE OPINED THAT EGYPTIANS 
WOULD PROBABLY RESIST GOING TO THE SC BEFORE THE ISRAELI

EFFORT WAS MADE TO CONSOLIDATE THE VARIOUS OPTIONS IN 
EACH ARTICLE. AS A RESULT, SOMEWHAT AWKWARD AND HEAVILY 
BRACKETED WORKING DRAFT TEXTS WERE PRODUCED. FROM THE 
US POINT OF VIEW, THE NIGERIAN, PAKISTANI, ARGENTINA, 

CANADIAN, JAPANESE AND UK DELEGATIONS WERE HELPFUL. 
CZECHOSLOVAKS, INDIANS AND BRAZILIANS (ACTING CHAIRMAN)

5. JDL DEMONSTRATION AT SOVIET MISSION - 

APPROXIMATELY 75 MEMBERS OF JEWISH DEFENSE LEAGUE HELD 
THREE-HOUR DEMONSTRATION AT SOVIET MISSION MAY 1 TO PRO- 
TEST TREATMENT OF JEWS IN USSR. POLICE KEPT THEM IN 
BARRICADED AREA AND ADVISED THEM NO CHANTING WOULD BE 
ALLOWED. HOWEVER, BETWEEN 30 AND 40 OF THE DEMON- 
STRATORS BEGAN LOUD CHANTING AND ATTEMPTED TO OVERTHROW 
BARRICADES. AN ALTERCATION ENSUED BETWEEN POLICE AND 
DEMONSTRATORS, RESULTING IN ARREST OF TWO IN 
DIVIDUALS ON CHARGES OF DISORDERLY CONDUCT. (LIMITED

6. ECOSOC - IFAD NEGOTIATIONS - 

NEGOTIATING ATMOSPHERE WITHIN ECOSOC COMMITTEE ON 
IFAD-ECOSOC NEGOTIATIONS HAS SHIFTED FROM CAUTIOUS PESSIMISM 
TO CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM FOLLOWING TURNABOUT IN G-77 PROPOSED 
COMPROMISE TEXT LATE APRIL 29, AND IT WAS PREVISIONALLY 
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ACCEPTED WITH ONLY MINOR AMENDMENTS. THEY WERE TO MEET

7. SOCIAL COMMITTEE - 

IN GENERAL DEBATE ON NON-GO VERMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS 
(NGO'S) APRIL 29 AND MAY 2, SEVERAL LATIN AMERICAN STATES, 
INCLUDING ARGENTINA, BRAZIL. BOLIVIA, CHILE AND VENEZUELA 
VOICED STRONG CRITICISM OF NGO'S, IN PARTICULAR ACTIONS 
OF CERTAIN NGO'S AT RECENT SESSION OF HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION 
WHERE THERE WERE SHARP ATTACKS ON ARGENTINA, BRAZIL, CHILE 
AND URUGUARY. THE ARGENTINA DELEGATION HAS TABLED A DRAFT 
DECISION WHICH WOULD CALL ON NGO'S TO SUBMIT REPORTS IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH ECOSOC RESOLUTION 1996 FOR USE IN CARRY- 
ING OUT THE REQUIRED REVIEW OF ALL NGO’S EVERY FOURTH YEAR.

THE COMMITTEE ALSO BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF NARCOTICS

AUSTRIA, UK AND US. MOST SPEAKERS POINTED TO VOER- 
PRODUCTION OF OPIATES AS THE HEART OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
DRUG PROBLEM, AND CALLED FOR STRINGENT MEASURES TO RESTRICT 
POPPY CULTIVATION. MEXICO, CANADA, AND TURKEY CRITICIZED

SERIOUS INTERNATIONAL CONSEQUENCES, AND OPINED THAT SUCH

MOST OF THE STATEMENTS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE RESOLUTIONS

WELCOMED THE CANADIAN-SPONSORED DRAFT RESOLUTION (L. 729)

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8. COMMISSION OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS - 

DEFINITION OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS WAS DISCUSSED 
IN THE COMMISSION MAY 2. INDIA ARTICULATED FIVE CRITERIA, 
INCLUDING SIZE, CENTRALIZATION OF DECISION-MAKING AUTH- 
ORITY, AND NUMBER OF COUNTRIES IN WHICH THE ENTERPRISE 
OPERATES. UK POINTED OUT DIFFERENT DEFINITION MAY BE NEEDED, 
DEPENDING ON FUNCTIONAL PURPOSE, E.G., STATISTICAL AND RE- 
SEARCH STUDIES. US BELIEVED THAT FOR THE PRESENT THE COMM- 
ISSION SHOULD STAY WITH THE BROAD DEFINITION GIVEN BY 
EMINENT PERSONS. 

KUWAUT STATED THAT THE CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPOR- 
ATIONS SHOULD DRAW UP A LIST OF CRITERIA FOR DISCUSSION. 
SOVIET UNION SAID THE NATURE OF THE PHENOMENON HAD ALREADY 
BEEN DETERMINED, NAMELY, SPECIFIC INTERNATIONAL 
WESTERN PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. INDIAN, SECONDED BY KUWAIT, 
PROPOSED THAT THE PROFOUND PERSONS BE ASKED TO FORWARD 
VIEWS. AT NIGERIAN REQUEST, DEBATE ON ACTIVITIES OF TRANS- 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA WAS AGAIN

CONSIDERATION OF CREATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE INFORMATION

OF THE INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION OF CONSUMER UNIONS AND 
SOME OF THE PERSONS SELECTED TO ASSIST IN A PRIVATE 
CONSULTATIVE CAPACITY. USSR SAID THE SYSTEM SHOULD NOT 
SERVE THE INTERESTS OF CORPORATIONS; INDIA, FRANCE AND ITALY 
WANTED THE COLLECTION OF INFORMATION TO BE SELECTIVE 
AND RELEVANT SO AS NOT TO OVERWHELM THE COMMISSION; 

JAPAN SAID THE CENTER SHOULD RESTRICT ITSELF TO COLLECTING 
PUBLICLY AVAILABLE DATE; ALGERIA OPPOSED PASSING INFORMATION 
THROUGH GOVERNMENTS; AND KUWAIT WANTED INFORMATION RELEVANT 
TO THE PROTECTION OF CONSUMERS. NETHERLANDS ASKED WHO WOULD 
RECEIVE THE CENTER'S INFORMATION. GDR WANTED INFORMATION ON 
THE POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL IMPACT OF TRANSNATIONALS. 
CANADA FAVORED SETTING STANDARDS FOR STRUCTURAL REPORTING 
ON A REASONABLY HARMONIZED BASIS TO PERMIT USEFUL COMPARISONS, 
AND ADDED THAT ENTERPRISES OWNING OR CONTROLLING PRODUCTIVE 
OR SERVICE FACILITIES IN MORE THAN ONE COUNTRY SHOULD BE 
INCLUDED, IN PARTICULAR STATE-OWNED AND MIXED ENTERPRISES, 

PUBLIC OR PRIVATE CORPORATIONS AND COOPERATIVES. IN CANADA'S 
VIEW, THERE SHOULD BE MORE SPECIFIC RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
THE INFORMATION SOUGHT AND THE PROBLEMS TO BE ANALYZED. 
ECUADOR SUGGESTED THE CENTER WORK TO PROMOTE POSITIVE CON- 
TRIBUTIONS OF TRANSNATIONALS. PERU URGED THE CENTER TO 
OBTAIN INFORMATION WHICH HAD NOT BE PUBLICLY DISSEMINATED. 

UK, WONDERING IF THE COMMISSION MIGHT NOT BE TOO PREOCCUPIED 
WITH THE NEGATIVE ASPECTS OF TRANSNATIONALS, STATED THAT 
THE COMMISSION HAD TO DEFINE MORE PRECISELY THE USES TO WHICH 
THE INFORMATION WOULD BE PUT. VENEZUELA THEN ASSERTED THAT 
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THE COMMISSION HAD BEEN ESTABLISHED TO DEAL WITH THE NEGATIVE 
ASPECTS OF TRANSNATIONALS. USDEL DISAGREED, STATING THAT 
THE PURPOSE WAS TO MAXIMIZE THE POSITIVE ASPECTS AS WELL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AS MINIMIZE THE NEGATIVE ONES. 

9. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

AS THE SUBCOMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS DISCUSSION APRIL 29 
OF THE BRITISH VIRGIN ISLANDS, MONTSERRAT AND THE TURKS 
AND CAICOS ISLANDS, THE CUBAN REPRESENTATIVE RAISED THE 
QUESTION OF THREE US BASES ON THE TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS 
AND THE UK REPLIED. THE UK ALSO MADE A STATEMENT ON TUVALU 
AND THE GILBERT ISLANDS. 

MRS. JIMENEZ (CUBA) SAID THAT THE US HAD THREE MILITARY BASES 
IN THE TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS - A COAST GUARD STATION, 

AN AIR FORCE AND TELEMETRY STATION, AND A NAVAL FACILITY. 
AGREEMENT CONCERNING THE BASES WAS DUE TO EXPIRE DEC. 31, 

1977, AND SHE STATED THAT DISCUSSIONS ON RENEWING THE AGREEMENT 
SHOULD NOT CONTINUE AND THE BASES SHOULD BE DISMANTLED SO 
THAT INDEPENDENCE MIGHT PROCEED. DALTON (UK) REPLIED THAT THE 
CHIEF MINISTER OF THE TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS HAD SAID 
HE HAD NO WISH TO SEE THE US BASES DISMANTLED AND THAT 
THEY OFFERED NO OBSTACLE TO INDEPENDENCE. THERE WAS NO POPULAR 
STRUGGLE GOING ON FOR INDEPENDENCE, DALTED POINTED 
OUT, ADDING THAT THE ONLY STRUGGLE WAS FOR IMPROVEMENT OF 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL CONDITIONS AND THE UK WOULD HELP THE 
ISLANDS IN THAT RESPECT. IN RESPONSE TO AN AUSTRALIAN 
QUESTION AS TO HOW MANY US PERSONNEL WERE AT THE US MILITARY 
BASES, DALTON SAID HE DID NOT HAVE THE INFORMATION BUT WOULD 
LOOK INTO IT. 

DALTON REPORTED THAT THE GILBERT ISLANDS AND TUVALU WERE 
"WELL ON THE WAY TO BECOMING INDEPENDENT COUNTRIES." HE 
GAVE DETAILS OF POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS, UK 
ASSISTANCE, AND THE AIRLINK BETWEEN THE GILBERTS AND HONOLULU. 
HE ALSO SPOKE OF THE FORTHCOMING GENERAL ELECTION IN THE 
GILBERT ISLANDS, AND THE COMPLETION OF A DOWN-RANGE TRACKING 
STATION ON CHRISTMAS ISLAND FOR THE JAPANESE SPACE AGENCY 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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WHICH HAD BEEN A KEY TO OPEN THE DOOR TO EFFECTIVE COMMUNI- 
CATIONS BETWEEN CHRISTMAS ISLAND AND THE OUTSIDE WORLD.
